Tue First Session was called to order by Mr. Hoijer, in the absence of the 
President, at 10 a.m. on Sunday, 1 August; about 95 persons were present. 
Papers 1-4 were read and discussed. The session was adjourned at noon. 

THE SEeconp Session was called to order by Mr. Hoijer at 2 p.m.; about 90 
persons were present. Papers 5-10 were read and discussed. 

The Second Session was followed at 7 p.m. by an informal banquet for mem- 
bers and their guests, in the Ball Room of the Windermere Hotel; 52 persons 
were present. The banquet was followed by an address by Mr. Lane, Collitz 
Professor for 1954. About 90 persons were present. 

Tue Tuirp SEssion was called to order by Mr. Hoijer at 10 a.m. on Monday, 
2 August; about 80 persons were present. Papers 12-18 were read and discussed. 
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During the session Mr. Hoenigswald presented the following resolution on 
behalf of the Committee on Resolutions (W. Lehmann, M. Emeneau, H. Hoenigs- 
wald chairman). The resolution was unanimously adopted. 


It is resolved that the Society express its thanks to the University of Chicago, and in 
particular to Dean Napier Wilt, for inviting this Summer Meeting to its campus; to the 
Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute, especially its Director, George V.

The President, Mr. Voegelin, was able to attend only a part of the sessions. 
During his absences, his place in the chair was taken by Mr. Bloch (first session, 
parts of the second and third sessions, all of the fourth session). 

Tue First Session was called to order at 9 a.m. on Tuesday, 28 December; 
about 60 persons were present. Papers 1-5 were read and discussed. The session 
was adjourned at noon. 

Tue Seconp Session was called to order at 2 p.m.; about 65 persons were 
present. Papers 6-9 were read and discussed. 

Tue ANNUAL INFORMAL Banquet for members and their guests was held at 
8 p.m. in the Hotel Tuller, with 43 persons attending. After the banquet, Mr. 
Voegelin read the Presidential Address. 

THe Txirp Session was called to order at 9:30 a.m. on Wednesday, 29 
December; about 55 persons were present. Papers 10-11 were read and dis- 
cussed. The session was adjourned at 11 a.m. 

Tue Business Meetine (Fourts Session) was thereupon called to order. 
The minutes of the preceding meeting were called for. The Secretary reported 
that the minutes of the Twenty-Eighth Annual Meeting, held in New York on 
28-29 December 1953, had already been printed in Bulletin No. 27 and had 
been distributed to the members of the Society; and that the minutes of the 
Sixteenth Summer Meeting, held in Chicago on 1-2 August 1954, would shortly 
appear in Bulletin No. 28. It was voted that the reading of these minutes be 
dispensed with, and that they be accepted. 
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The Secretary presented the following report, which was ordered received 
and filed: 


The personal membership, excluding Honorary Members, was last reported to the Society 
as 978. Of these, five members died during 1953. Two of these deaths have not previously 
been recorded, and are hereby announced to the Society with sorrow: Rabbi Solomon 
Goldman and Dr. Louis Paulovsky. We therefore started 1954 with 973 active members. - 

There were 105 new members and 6 reinstatements. Eighteen were dropped for non- 
payment of dues; 41 resigned: Andrews, Baepler, Barrett, Baumann, J. H. Bonfante, Boyd- 
Bowman, Bree, Brother Urban, Calver, Cortright, Coutant, Ellis, Farley, Fillmore, A. E. 
Gordon, Guss, Gutmans, Jacobson, D. W. Lee, Mrs. J. L. Lee, Loefvenberg, Mother Basar, 
Newbrand, Opdyke, Mrs. A. E. Pearce, Poltoratzky, Rife, A. Sachs, Mrs. L. F. Sachs, 
Sadler, Scott, Sister Goenner, Smal-Stocki, Stearns, Towles, Trimble, Van Hulse, Vuyls- 
teker, Ware, Welker, Wesenberg. 

We record with sorrow the deaths of three members during the year: Ludlow Bull on 1 
July 1954; Arthur G. Kennedy on 30 October 1954; and John J. Parry on 8 October 
1954. ~ 

On 15 December 1954, we had then an active membership of 1022 and a total listing of 
1025, a net gain of 49 for the year. 

The Society started the year with 21 Honorary Members, and no deaths were reported 
during the year. 

Domestic Library Subscriptions were 213, of which 14 were new. There were 3 failures 
to renew. This represents a net gain of 11 over the last recorded figure. 

Foreign library subscriptions were 258, of which 45 were new. There were 35 failures to 
renew (12 of these were Amerika Haus and U. 8S. Information Center subscriptions.) There 
was thus a net gain of 13. 

The total net gain in subscriptions, personal and library, is 72 as against a net gain of 
115 for 1953. The smallness of this year’s gain is primarily due to two causes: the rise in 
dues, which continues to be felt, and the special difficulties of payment for foreign libraries. 
Student memberships have grown in normal proportions, as have associate memberships: 
there are 85 of the first category as against 52 last year, and 8 in the second as against 5.

It was voted to adopt and file the Treasurer’s report, subject to completion 
of the Auditors’ report in time for inclusion in the Bulletin.’ 

On behalf of the Executive Committee, Mr. Hill presented the following 
report: 


During the year 1954, the Executive Committee chose the papers for the Twenty-Ninth 
Annual Meeting by correspondence. 

The Executive Committee held a special meeting on 31 July, at the Hotel Windermere in 
Chicago. Present were A. A. Hill, B. Bloch as proxy for R. 8. Wells, G. H. Fairbanks as 
proxy for J M. Cowan, H. Hoijer as proxy for C. F. Voegelin, J. K. Yamagiwa as proxy for 
A. H. Marckwardt, and N. A. McQuown as proxy for J. H. Greenberg. Also present were 
E. Adelaide Hahn by constitutional provision, and G. V. Bobrinskoy by invitation. 

The Committee took the following action: 

1. Elected new members, Nos. 2096-2165. 

2. Designated H. Hoijer to serve as Chairman of the Linguistic Society Summer Meeting 
in the absence of the President and the Vice President. 

3. Discussed the suggestion from J. A. Kerns that New York University might be in- 
terested in a Linguistic Institute in the summer of 1955. It was pointed out by Mr. McQuown 
that for the summer of 1955 there are already three regularly established Institutes. It was 
decided that the Secretary should inform Mr. Kerns of this fact, pointing out to him that 
the earliest date at which an additional Institute would be practicable would be the sum- 
mer of 1956. The Secretary was also instructed to inform Mr. Kerns that it is normal for 
a host university to make plans for an Institute in two successive years, and that no Insti- 
tute could be held at New York University unless the program met the specifications 
adopted by the Executive Committee in all details. 

4. Discussed and rejected the proposal of Wm. Fenton, Executive Secretary of the Na- 
tional Research Council, that the Linguistic Society join the International Union of An- 
thropological and Ethnological Sciences. 

5. Heard from the directors of the three Linguistic Institutes (Mr. Bobrinskoy, Mr. 
Yamagiwa, and Mr. Hill) preliminary reports on enrollment at each of the host institutions. 
No action was taken on these reports, but the Committee felt that the enrollment figures 
were sufficiently encouraging to warrant a continuation of the plan for multiple Institutes. 


The regular meeting of the Executive Committee was held on 27 December 1954 at the 
Hotel Tuller in Detroit. Present were J. Whatmough presiding as proxy for Mr. Voegelin, 
W. G. Moulton, J. K. Yamagiwa as proxy for Mr. Marckwardt, N. A. McQuown as proxy for 
Mr. Wells, J. Kepke as proxy for Mr. Springer, M. Fowler as proxy for Mr. Greenberg,

following actions: 

1. Elected new members, Nos. 2166-2201. 

2. Unanimously recommended to the Society that D. M. Gilbert, Foundation Members, 
be relieved from further payment of dues. 

3. Discussed the reports of the Secretary-Treasurer, empowered the Treasurer to discuss 
the Society’s investment policy with a competent banker, and further recommended that 
the practice of the Society in receiving the Treasurer’s report be changed as follows: that 
the report be presented at the business meeting without the usual auditors’ report, and that 
the usual wording of acceptance therefore be changed to read, ‘Voted to adopt and file the 
Treasurer’s report, subject to completion of the auditors’ report for inclusion in the Bulle- 
tin.’ 

4. Decided that the next Annual Meeting should be held in Chicago immediately after 
the meeting of the Modern Language Association, the exact date being subject to final 
arrangements with the officers of that organization. The Secretary was instructed to ar- 
range, if possible, for similar meetings with the American Philological Association and the 
American Anthropological Association in the two years following the Chicago meeting, 
but keeping, if possible, the present alternation between meetings in the East and Midwest. 

5. Discussed and unanimously endorsed the recommendations of the Committee on 
Honorary Members. 

6. Elected E. Haugen to the Standing Committee on Research in place of G. 8. Lane, 
to serve for three years. 

7. Re-elected J M. Cowan as delegate to the American Council of Learned Societies, 
to serve for three years. 

8. Elected W. F. Edgerton to the Committee on Honorary Members, to serve for three 
years. 

9. Approved the nominations for the Administrative Committees for the several Linguis- 
tic Institutes of 1955, and the nomination of H. M. Hoenigswald as Collitz Professor for 
1955. 

During the year, Mr. Voegelin appointed J. N. Seaman to act as the Society’s represen- 
tative at the ceremonies marking the one hundredth anniversary of the founding of Michi- 
gan State College. 


It was voted that the report of the Executive Committee be received and filed. 
Mr. Bloch, Editor and Chairman of the Society’s Committee on Publications, 
presented the following report, which was ordered received and filed. 


During the year 1954 the Society has published Volume 30 of Lanevaag, containing 18 
articles and 83 reviews (608 pages); Bulletin No. 27, containing the Proceedings and the 
List of Members for 1953 (70 pages); Language Dissertation No. 50, A grammar of Tetelcingo 
(Morelos) Nahuatl, by Richard Saunders Pittman (67 pages); and two special publications 
in the William Dwight Whitney Linguistic Series: The Proto-Malayo-Polynesian laryngeals, 
by Isidore Dyen (65 pages lithoprinted), and Korean morphophonemics, by Samuel E. Mar- 
tin (64 pages). The titles in this list which have not yet [in December 1954] been issued— 
the fourth number of Laneuaae and the second of the two special publications—will appear 
early in 1955. Such irregularities in the schedule, distressingly common of late years, are 
to be blamed partly on the Editor, partly on the Business Manager, partly on our over- 
burdened printer. All of us tender our apologies, and hope to improve our performance in the 
future. 

As I have done from time to time in the past, I take advantage of this, my fifteenth 
annual report, to summarize certain aspects of my editorial activities. First, as an index 
not only to the growth of the Society’s publications but equally to the growth of the Society 
itself, I list the number of pages in successive volumes of LanauaGe. For the volumes before 
1941, when a new format was adopted, the number of pages shown here is an adjusted num- 
ber. To arrive at this, I first subtracted the number of pages occupied by the Proceedings 
and the List of Members (which after 1935 were published in a separate Bulletin), and then 
multiplied the remainder by .80 (since the page size of the new format is 1.25 times that of 
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the old). For the first fifteen volumes, the actual number of pages is added in square brack- 
ets. Figures in column A denote the number of articles published, those in column R denote 
the number of reviews. 
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VoLUME 
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In my report five years ago (Bull. 23.14-5) I showed the distribution of articles in the 
first twenty-five volumes of LANGUAGE according to a rough classification of their subject 
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matter. Here the tabulation is brought up to date. As before, figures for Volumes 1-15 
(edited by George M. Bolling) and for the later volumes are given separately; combined 
figures appear at the right. Italic figures indicate percentages. Note that all figures refer to 
the number of separate articLEes published in each field, Nor to the number of pages oc- 
cupied by these articles. 
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To compare the distribution of topics in the first fifteen volumes with that in the last 
fifteen, I have arranged the headings of the preceding table (somewhat condensed) in a 
new order. Each heading is followed by three figures: the percentage of articles on the in- 
dicated topic in Volumes 1-15, the percentage of articles in Volumes 16-30, and the dif- 
ference between them, always obtained by subtracting the first from the second. A positive 
number in the last column indicates a rise in the proportion of articles on a given topic; a 
negative number indicates a decrease. 
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As a comment on this tabulation, let me repeat what I said in 1949 (Bull. 23.16): ‘The 
differences shown in the table do not reflect any change in editorial policy. ... If a particular 
field has been more copiously represented in the journal than another, it is because the 
number of acceptable contributions in that field has been larger; and if the representation 
of a field has grown or diminished in the last [fifteen] years, it is because the number of 
productive scholars at work in the field—or at least the number of those who have sent 
their work to LancuaGce—has correspondingly changed.’ In other words—words quoted 
from a still earlier report of mine (Bull. 19.14)—‘The proportion of articles and pages in 
LAaNGuAGE devoted to a given topic is due to the number and length of acceptable contribu- 
tions treating the topic, and to nothing else.’ 


Since I assumed the editorship of the Society’s publications fifteen years ago, more 
than thirteen hundred manuscripts have been sent to me for the journal; about twelve 
hundred of these—eighty a year—I have had to examine myself. Of the articles submitted 
to me I have been able to accept 70 percent, and of the reviews 94 percent; how these 
figures compare with the percentages for other journals I have no idea. In addition to these 
contributions to the journal, sixty-five book-length manuscripts have passed through my 
hands, of which I have had to examine fifty. The following tabulation gives the figures 
exactly.

Needless to say, I have not arrived at all my decisions, or accomplished all my work, 
single-handed. At every step in my editorial labors—in selecting manuscripts for publica- 
tion, in preparing them for the printer, and in reading proof—I have had the generous help 
of others. To name them all would be to read in full a list of the Society’s most active 
members; and though such a list might be of considerable interest, it is too long for this 
report. To choose for special mention those who have helped me most would be not only 
difficult but invidious. Let me offer them all, on this occasion, a single and collective word of 
thanks. 

But I owe still more. Let me quote, for the last time, from my report of five years ago: 
‘Above all I am grateful to our contributors, the productive scholars whose work it has been 
my privilege to read and study. They have taught me a great deal; and from my contacts 
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with them, in conversation and correspondence, even in the labor—sometimes the drudgery 
—of editing their contributions, I have derived more profit than from any other experience 
during the past [fifteen] years. With most of these men and women my relations have been 
wholly pleasant and, on my side, fruitful; without their stimulation my development as a 
_ linguist would have been very much poorer. To all of them, my abiding thanks.’ 


The following reports on the three Linguistic Institutes were presented by 
Messrs. McQuown, Yamagiwa, and Hill, respectively. 


I 


In 1954, the University of Chicago was co-sponsor with the Linguistic Society of America 
of the Linguistic Institute, held in Chicago, 21 June to 14 August 1954. The Chicago Lin- 
guistic Institute, paralleled by similarly sponsored institutes at Michigan and at George- 
town, was for the summer of 1954 the recipient of the Collitz Professorship of Indo-European 
Linguistics. 

The Faculty of the Institute consisted of Gordon H. Fairbanks (Cornell University), 
Henry A. Gleason Jr. (Hartford Seminary Foundation), Harry Hoijer (University of Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles), George S. Lane (University of North Carolina, Collitz Professor), 
Winfred P. Lehmann (University of Texas), Michel Lejeune (University of Paris), Stanley 
S. Newman (University of New Mexico), David L. Olmsted (Yale University), Angela 
Paratore (Indiana University), and fifteen members of the staff of the University of Chi- 
cago: George V. Bobrinskoy, John Corominas, William F. Edgerton, Gésta Franzén, Ignace 
J. Gelb, Eric P. Hamp, Thorkild Jacobsen, Benno Landsberger, Ralph Marcus, Mitford M. 
Mathews, Norman A. McQuown, Keith C. Seele, Theodore Silverstein, James H. Sledd, and 
John A. Wilson. 

The Administrative Committee of the 1954 Chicago Linguistic Institute consisted of 
Messrs. Bobrinskoy (Director), Edgerton, Gelb, Hamp, Hoijer (Associate Director), Lane, 
Metcalf, McQuown (Secretary), and Sledd. 

Assistants to the staff were Westbrook Barritt (Washington and Lee University) in 
phonetics and phonemics, Elizabeth Bowman (University of Chicago) in historical linguis- 
tics, Harold H. Key (Summer Institute of Linguistics) in morphemics, Philip Barker (Uni- 
versity of Washington) and William Bright (University of California) in English for foreign- 
ers, and Thomas Stocker (Northwestern University) in the language laboratory. 

Forty-four courses were offered: linguistic techniques (8-hour-a-week tool courses with 
laboratory in phonetics and phonemics, morphemics, and historical linguistics); interdis- 
ciplinary courses in the relations of language to culture, psychology, and literature; Indo- 
European languages and literatures; languages and literatures of the ancient Near East, 
and of Aztec Mexico; Middle American languages, and Navaho language and culture; the 
teaching of English; and intensive courses in English for foreigners and in Russian. The 
courses were attended by 119 students, including 29 Ph.D.’s. We were especially pleased to 
welcome 22 fellows of the American Council of Learned Societies. 

The 1954 Chicago Linguistic Institute featured an Evening Lecture Series on the rela- 
tions of linguistics with other disciplines, with Morris Swadesh, William L. Wonderly, 
George L. Trager, Theodore Andersson, Michel Lejeune, George S. Lane, and Avram Noam 
Chomsky as lecturers, and a Seminar in Lexicography with Clarence L. Barnhart, W. Free- 
man Twaddell, Leonard W. Swanson, Eugene A. Nida, and P. B. Gove as visiting lecturers 
supplemented by sixteen contributing members of the local staff.

The Committee on Linguistics at the University of Michigan, in its preparations for the 
Linguistic Institute this year, was faced with a special problem because the Linguistic 
Society of America had decided to sponsor three Linguistic Institutes instead of one for 
the summer of 1954. It was thus necessary to work in unison with the other two Institutes, 
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held at the University of Chicago and at Georgetown University. The necessary cooperation 
was achieved through personal meetings and correspondence among the three directors. 
The ultimate result, it is believed, was beneficial both to the three institutions involved and 
to progress in the field of linguistics, which is the general aim of the three Institutes. 

All three Institutes offered basic courses felt to be necessary for an introduction to the 
entire field of linguistics. All three therefore listed courses in general and structural lin- 
guistics, comparative and historical linguistics, linguistics in its relation to society, courses 
in teaching methodology, and intensive language courses based on the latest findings of 
linguistic science. The specific course offerings under each of these categories, however, 
were different. The Chicago Institute placed considerable emphasis on the ancient lan- 
guages of the Near East and on American Indian languages, whereas Georgetown offered 
courses in Chinese, Scandinavian, and American Indian structure, which the Michigan 
program did not offer. Two of the strongest areas of the Michigan program were dialect 
geography and the English language. 

The work in linguistic geography was greatly strengthened by the presence on the staff 
of Professor Harold Orton of Leeds University, Professor Sever Pop of the Catholic Uni- 
versity of Louvain, and Professor David W. Reed of the University of California. Orton is 
a leader in the dialectology of England, Pop is editor of Orbis, the international journal of 
dialectology, and Reed is in charge of the linguistic survey of the Pacific Coast. The three 
scholars cooperated with Professor Hans Kurath of the Michigan staff in giving an outstand- 
ing seminar in the field of linguistic geography. 

From 28 July to 6 August inclusive, the Rackham Building was the scene of an exhibit 
of recent publications and of work in progress in linguistic geography and dialectology. 
This exhibit was held under the joint sponsorship of the Linguistic Institute, the Linguistic 
Society of America, and the International Center of General Dialectology of the Catholic 
University of Louvain. The co-ordinator, Professor Pop, mobilized his colleagues and 
students and presented an exceptional display of linguistic atlases, monographs, journals, 
field records, and maps in manuscript from Europe, Asia, Africa, and the Americas. 

On 5 August the open house of the Acoustics Laboratory, arranged by Professor Gordon 
Peterson, attracted approximately 150 persons. 

The faculty consisted of the following visitors: Bernard Bloch (Yale University, As- 
sociate Director of the Institute), Roger W. Brown (Harvard University), Murray Fowler 
(University of Wisconsin), Floyd G. Lounsbury (Yale University), Harold Orton (Leeds 
University), Sever Pop (Université Catholique de Louvain), David W. Reed (University 
of California), and the following members of the Michigan staff: Gerald Dykstra, James 
O. Ferrell, Morris Janowitz, Lawrence B. Kiddle, Eloise Kerlin, Hans Kurath, Robert Lado, 
Ernest N. McCarus, Herbert H. Paper, Herbert Penzl, Gordon E. Peterson, Ernst Pulgram, 
Eric W. Stockton, Waldo E. Sweet, and Joseph K. Yamagiwa (Director of the Institute). 

Nine students of the Institute received summer study aids from the American Council 
of Learned Societies. Nine holders of the doctorate received guest privileges from the 
Graduate School. The total enrollment reached 364, broken down as follows: 62 under- 
graduate elections, 224 graduate elections, 47 visitors, and 31 Ph.D. guests. The offerings 
of the Linguistic Institute for 1954 included two more courses than in 1953. The increase in 
credit enrollment over 1953 was16. 

The Forum lectures provided an excellent opportunity to inquire into the latest findings 
of a group of outstanding linguists. Various issues in linguistic science were pointedly 
developed in most of the lectures, which dealt not only with research materials of a tech- 
nically linguistic nature, but also with the relationship of linguistics to psychology, mass 
communications, and literature.

The Linguistic Institute of Georgetown University in the summer of 1954 reports a 
successful but modest eight-week session. We had a total of 212 enrollments, distributed 
through 25 courses. Of these, 49 were in the intensive language courses in Chinese, Japanese,

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English, and Visayan. It is of interest to note that the intensive language courses carried a 
small surplus which was available to reduce the inevitable loss of the classes in advanced 
linguistics. As a result, Georgetown feels that the total deficit for the summer has not been 
excessive, and that the investment has been well worth while. 

During the summer we presented, with the cooperation of the Washington Linguistic 
Club, a program of evening lectures approximately once each week. These were given both 
by the teaching staff of the Linguistic Institute and by visitors. In the coming summer 
sufficient funds will be available to pay for evening lectures twice a week rather than once. 

A pleasant feature of the Institute at Georgetown this summer was a series of informal 
luncheons held in the faculty lounge, which enabled students and faculty to meet informally 
and discuss problems of pedagogy and theoretical linguistics.

The Society’s delegate to the Mexican Council for Indigenous Languages, 
Mr. McQuown, presented the following report: 


At a meeting held in Mexico City on the evening of 11 September 1954, the (Mexican) 
Council for Indigenous Languages (Consejo de Lenguas Indigenas) was reconstituted for 
the first time since its founding in 1939. A new slate of officers was elected: Wigberto Jimé- 
nez Moreno, Director; Roberto J. Weitlaner, Vice-Director; Marfa Teresa Fernfindez de 
Miranda, Secretary; Moisés Romero, Pro-Secretary; and Fernando Cémara Barbachano, 
Treasurer. 

The following institutions are now members of the Council: Instituto Nacional de 
Antropologia e Historia, Escuela Nacional de Antropologia e Historia, Departamento de 
Asuntos Indfgenas, Instituto Indigenista Nacional, Instituto Indigenista Interamericano, 
Sociedad Mexicana de Antropologia, Universidad Nacional de Mexico, Instituto Pan- 
americano de Geografia e Historia, Instituto lingiifstico de Verano, Linguistic Society of 
America. The following institutions were invited to join and to appoint their representa- 
tives: Instituto de Alfabetizacfon para Indigenas Monolingiies, Centro de Investigaciones 
Antropolégicas, Instituto Mexicano de Investigaciones Sociales, Sociedad de Alumnos 
de la Escuela de Antropologia, Colegio de México, Sociedad Alemana de Mexicanistas, 
Seminario de Cultura Mexicana. 

A program of work was set up to include the following general points: (1) linguistic 
description, (2) linguistic history (reconstruction, glottochronology), (3) linguistic ge- 
ography (contemporary distributions), (4) training in linguistics (program and staff), (5) 
linguistic documentation (microfilming of Mss.), (6) languages and culture (correlation, 
acculturation), (7) Nahua and Maya textual criticism (philology and prehistory), (8) 
applied linguistics (literacy, literature). A specific project for work in the proposed Macro- 
Otomangue linguistic phylum was outlined. Funds will be sought for field work and an 
attempt will be made to have the group solidly established, to work out internal distribu- 
tions, to correlate place-name distributions with Mexican prehistory, and to trace cultural 
contacts through loans from one language to another, in time for the Seventh Round Table 
of the Mexican Anthropological Society, which is to be held in Oaxaca in September 1956 
and will be devoted to Oaxaca and surrounding areas. Most of the languages of Oaxaca 
are potential members of the Macro-Otomangue phylum. 

It is hoped that the revival of the Council for Indigenous Languages may contribute to 
better co-ordination of linguistic work, both theoretical and applied, in the Mexican area. 


The Secretary presented the following slate on behalf of the Nominating

The Secretary reported that all nominees of the Nominating Committee had 
signified their willingness to serve if elected, and that no nomination requiring 
action had been received by mail. The Chairman called for nominations from 
the floor, but there were none. On unanimous vote the Secretary was instructed 
to cast one ballot for all nominees of the Nominating Committee, who were 
accordingly declared elected. 

The Society then proceeded to vote on the recommendation of the Executive 
Committee that D. M. Gilbert be relieved from further payment of dues. The 
recommendation was duly passed. 

The nominations of the Committee on Honorary Members (J. Whatmough, 
W. F. Twaddell, A. Goetze chairman) were then presented. In accord with 
these nominations, the following Honorary Members were elected: 

Johannes Friedrich, Professor of Ancient Oriental Philology in the Free 
University of Berlin 

Christine Mohrmann, Professor of Early Christian, Vulgar, and Medieval 
Latin and of Early Christian Greek in the University of Nijmegen 

Manu Leumann, Professor of Indo-European Linguistics in the University 
of Zurich 

The Chairman appointed a Committee on Resolutions consisting of J. M. 
Echols, H. A. Gleason Jr., and M. Fowler (chairman). 

Other business being called for, H. H. Paper raised the possibility of joint 
meetings and panel discussions; the Secretary replied by citing the previous 
action of the Executive Committee. R. Lado enquired whether there had been 
any attempt to provide full sets of LancuaGE; the Secretary replied that the 
cost of replacing out-of-print volumes would be prohibitive at the present time. 
H. Kurath inquired about plans for Linguistic Institutes in 1956, stating that 
Michigan once again planned to organize an Institute. M. Fowler raised the 
question of the unfortunate delay in the mailing of programs; the Secretary 
replied that the difficulties in securing papers, printing notices, and arranging a 
program by correspondence had this year been considerable, and H. Kurath 
added that there had also been an unforeseen delay in arranging the report of the 
Nominating Committee. C. R. Sleeth enquired whether the price of the journal 
could not be reduced for foreigners and foreign libraries; the Secretary replied 
that the Society already maintained a considerable free list, and could not very 
well set up a general price reduction. The business meeting was adjourned at 
noon. 

Tue Firru Session was called to order by Mr. Voegelin at 2 p.m.; about 50 
persons were present. Papers 12-15 were read and discussed. 

At the end of the session Mr. Fowler presented the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

The Society extends its thanks to the Committee on Arrangements, to the Officers of the 
Society, and to all others who have contributed to the success of the Twenty-Ninth Annual 


Meeting. The Society also extends its thanks to the management of the Hotel Tuller for its 
hospitality and cooperation.
